- The President is pleased to constitute an Advisory Cor 
mittee in respect of the Union Territory of Chandigarh to be associated with th 
Minister of Home Affairs who will be responsible for the administration of th 
Union Territory . 
2 . The Advisory Committee will consist of 

(1) Member of Parliament representing Chandigarh ; 
(ii) the Chief Commissioner of Chandigarh . 
(11) the Vice- Chancellor of the University of Punjab . 
( lv ) Shri Lachman Singh , President, Chandigarh Territorial Congress Commit 

tee . 
(v ) Shri Suraj Mal, Ex -Minister In composite Punjab . 
3 . The Advisory Committee shall be consulted in regard to : 
(1) general questions of policy relating to the administration of the territory 

In the State Field ; 
( 11) All legislative proposals concerning the territory In regard to matters in 

the State List including proposals to extend any State Acts to the 
territory ; 
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(iii ) Such matters relating to the annual financial statement of the Union in so 

far as it concerns the territory and such other Anancial questions as 

may be specified in rules prescribed by the President; 
( iv ) any other matter on which it may be considered necessary or desirable by 

the Minister of Home Affairs that the Advisory Committee should be 

consulted . 
4 . Subject to the discretion of the Minister of Home Affairs to refuse in the 
public interest to give information or to allow discussion , members of the Advisory 
Committee will have rights in regard to interpellations analogous to and under 
similar limitations as those of members of a State legislature . 

5. The Advisory Committee will meet at intervals of not more than six months, 

6 . The Minister of Home Affairs will preside at the meetings of the Advisory 
Committee . 

7 . Meetings of the Advisory Committee will be regulated by such rules of pro 
cedure as may be framed by the Minister of Home Affairs in consultation with 
the Advisory Committee .
